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JACRSON'S HOLE AGAIN

Captain Smith and Two Other White
Een Killed by Indians,

fHOT DOWN FROM AMBUSH.

Bannocks Have Secured Their Vengeance
Yor the Killing of Last July—Story of a
Scout Who Saw the Bodies of the
Murdered Men.

Dexver, Oct. 7.—A special from Po-
estello gives the following account of the
killing of settlers at Jackson’s Hole by
Indians: A courier and scout of the
United States troops, named J. W, Wil-
son, reached Idaho Falls, about 90 miles
north of this place, last evening, bring-
ing newsof the killing of Captain Smith
and two comrades by Indians in the
lower part of Jackson's Hole on Thurs-
day moming.

The Indians had sworn vengeance
against Smith, as it was he, they bé-
lieved, who killed one of their tribe and
was the cause indirectly of the death of
& pappoose last July. Smith was
wounded himself in this fight, bat re-
covered.

Wilson states that Captain Smith and
his two companions were prospecting on
the south fork of the Snake river, at the
south end of Jackson's Hole, and were
ambushed, and he and his two compan-
ions were shot dead and their bodies left
on the river bar.

Wilson and Constable Manning were
soonting in this locality at the time, and
both saw the dead bodies of the mur-
dered men. Wilson went at once to
Captain Oollis' command in Swan Val-
ley and reported the facts, leaving Man-
ning at Camp Granite to return to Jack-
son's Hole with the troops, who left im-
mediately for the scene of the killing.
Wilson then rode to Idaho Falls with
dispatches.

Neo Farther Troublo Expected,

B. Adams, a rancher, living three
miles from the scene of the killing, and
now visiting at Idaho Talls, pat Wilson
thromgh a zearching examination in re-
gard to the killing of Smith and his
companions, and says there can be no
doubt whatever as to the reliability of
Wilson's statement. He says further
that the killing of Smith was no sar-
prise to him, as the Indians openly
avowed they wounld have his scalp. He
believes, however, that this will virtu-
ally settle the difficulty so far as the In-
dians are concerned. Having avenged
the death of their braves they will now
return to their reservation.

Wilson says (here are about 60 Indians
in Jackson's Hole, and they are Ban-
nooks from the Fort Hall reservation.

Captain OCollis, with his band, who
started for the Hole, will drive out all
the Indians found there, but it is al-
most certain that none will be encoun-
tered, as they will anticipate the arrival
of troops and head by a cirenitous route
for the reservation.

Lieutenant Ladd of the Ninth cavalry,
and Lieutenant Penn of the First infan-
fry, now stasioned at Montpelier, Ida.,
were much slarmed at the report of the
killing. From reports receivied by them

___Lron their froops camped in Star valley
—— it was believed nufurther trouble would

ensue, and the report states that there
were no Indians in Jackson's Hole with
the exception of ‘asmall band under
military escort going toanother camp in
to recover a child that was
lost last winter. The names of Smith’s
comrades could not be learned.
